Typographical Union spoke = ag- 
ainst it. Others spoke disparag 
ingly about “the time is not 
right for strike” and ‘‘the strike 
would be a failure’, ete. 

Ridiculous suggestions 
put forward by other fakers. One 
suggested a “Buying strike’? dur- 
ing which union members would

buy only the necessities of life. 
Another suggested that every 
nnion member wear overalls as 
a protest gesture until the mar- 
ine strike is settled. 

In spite of their talk about 
helping the strike “morally and 


financially” the 85 well-fed busi- 
ness agents and other fakers pre- 
sent contributed only $64. They 
recommended that every working 
union member assess himself 25c 
a week for the strike. 

The meeting reached a _ deci- 
sion to call a mass meeting 
“within two weeks’ to discuss 
the “strike”, not mentioning whe- 
ther or not this means dise ussion 
of a general strike.
